“g;?'n,uom for snpposing that Ganeral
Qrant's animus in this Cobsu disturbanoce ia
ot pacifio, are various. In the firat place, it
{s known, on credible testimony, that he was
strongly in favor of marohing fnto Mexico and
driving out Maximilian immediately on the
ologo of our oivil war—a faot that is very slﬁ-
nificant of the tone and temper of his mind.
In the next place, his strengthening our naval
sud military forees on the Gulf for the pro-
teotion of our citizens, without at the same
time takiog any steps for the auppression of
expeditions from this country to ald thein-
surgents, is & olear indication that his feelings
are not mentral, bat strongly biassed in favor
of Caban independence. Inthe third place, he is
a soldier, who won all the popularity he ever
by his milltary saocesses; and a war
with Spain is the readiest method of recupe-
rating his waning oredit. In the fourth place,
he is notorionsly ignorant both of our own
laws and the laws of nations, and cannot be
deeply impreesed with a sense of nsutral
z:al. gl seems, therefore, the duty of the
press to do what it can to enliihtun his mind,
and oall his attention to the obligations whiokh
rest upon him in the present conjnncture.
The oountry does not waut war; but we fear
the new President {3 managing in such & way
that we may drift into a war with Spain with-
out any justifiable cause.

The ostepsivle purpose of coumcentrating a
force in the Gulf i3 the protection of American
oltizens; & laudable object whenever their
rights are endangered, and perhaps impera-
tive neoessity since the late offensive decree of
the Captain-General of Cuba. But the Presi-
dent of the United States is bound to consider
the duaties of this conntry, as well as ita rights;
especially in a case like the present, where
the exposure of our oitizens to danger is the
direot consequence of their attempts to violate
our laws. Dulce threatens to shoot as pirates
all persons caught bearing aid to the insur-

. President Grant therenpon immediately
muueu onr naval force in the Cnban waters,
s’:plnntly to prevent or avenge the exeoution
of this threat. It was proper for him to do
this, bat not this alone. If our neutrality laws
were faithfally execnted, there wounld no-
body inwhom this (Government is interested for
the threatened severity to aot upon. Itisquiteas
important that onr citizens should not commit
a orime which our own laws condemn and
punish, as that they should be protected from

. exoesslve penalties at the hands of an injared
foreign Government. Our Government ghould
mot be less solicitons to discharge its dntles
than to maintain its dignity and rights. How
happens it that the Cuban waters are infested
with the kind of offsnders sgainst whom the
Captain-General lannches his barbarous de-
orea! Itis owing to the violation of a law
which the Pregsident of the United States is
solemnly sworn to enforce. There ia danger
that his exhibition ot vigor to shelter these
oriminals from undue harshness will be con-
strued by them as & token of his favor and
uoon‘::fement. unless it is acoompanied by
an equal exhibition of vigor for the repression
of their unlawful enterprises. We will quote
a single section of the stringent neutrality
law of 1818:—

“If any person ghall, within the territory or juris-
dietion of the United States, begin or set on foot, or
provide or prepare the means for, any military expe-
dition or enterprise, to be carried on from thenoce
against the territory or dominlons of any forelgn
prince or State, or of any colony, district or people,
with whom the United States are at pence, ever
person 80 offending shall be deemed guilty of o high
misdemennor, and shall be fined not excecding three
;hwd dollars and lwprisoned not more thun three

Now, what are the appropriate and cas-
tomary means of enforcing & law of thischar-
aoter ! The p ts on this subject are
80 numerous and so wuniform in their charac-
ter, as to spare President Grant any necessity
for thinking out the subject for himself, if he
will only be at the pains to learn what has
been done by his predecessors on similar ocea-
slons. No President before Gensral Grant has
stood back and left things totake their course,
when our eitizens were exposed to the allure-

ments of & strong temptation to violate the
neutrality laws. President Washington issued
» tion of neuntrality at the eutbreak
the war between Eogland and France in the
Frenoch Revolution; President Van Buren at
the time of the “‘Patriot War"” in Canpada;
Preaident Fillmore at the time of the Lopez
expedition sgainst Cuba. Mr. Webster was
Secretary of Stiate at the time of the last, and
probably wrote the proclamation, The
neoessity of guch proolamations
rests upon reasons of bLumanity as well
as upon the duty of executing the laws. The
enthueiastic, warm-blooded oitizens who em-
bark In such enterprises are gemerally igno-
rant of the laws, and &re often hurried nuwit-
into orime by their generous impulses.

1t is the duty of the Government to enlighten
their ignorance, to warn them against violat-
iog the laws of thelr ceuntry, aud, If possible,
save them from penal consequences. Another
of repression which former Presidents

have thought it their daty to adopt in like oir-
oumstances, is to issue special instructions to
the distriot atlorneys, marshals, and collectors
of onstoms, to exert the most active vigllance
for the deteotion, prevention, and punishment
of thess unlawful enterprices, It was in ocon-

(Given, a8 & peat of popular iosurreotion, a
long, narrow islund, with nohealthy coast and
a backbone of monutain fastnesses, with thoa-
supds of sitnations admirably adapted to an
frolated defencive warfare, bat withoat ready
weant of communfoation through a tarritory
which, thongh not so largs as New York, pre-
genta dirlances between fts leadiog oities
greater than from tide water to Chicago;
given a population ill-armed and too soattersd
for a ologe orgavization, but generally in sym-
pathy with the insurgents; a power thres
thousand miles away, itsell in the Iater stages
of a revolotion, with few troopa and less
money, sirainiog {ts resources and i's oredit
to the ntmest fu the effort to rednoe this island
to subjeotion; the Government foroes nnsooli-
mated, ill fitted for aotive operations, and
comparatively ignorant of the country, the
insunigents hardy, familiar with the regions
through which they move, and exempt from
the teirors which the approaching unheslthy
geagon brings to new-comers.

With such conditions, what featnrea wonld
a campaign be likely to exhibit ! The problem
does not seem one of remarkable diffionity; the
journals which complain 8o vehemently of the
coufusion in the Caban news might almost, in
Emerdonian style, evolve ita solution from
their own conacionsness.

There could be no great battles, because
there are no great armies, and no means of
rapid concentration. There conld be even no
effective coiperation. Each little band, having
its own stretch of country on which to forage,
and its own easy line of retreat to the monn-
taing, wonld make s little campaign of ite own.
The insu ts of to-day would, on occasion,
sink into tro peacefal planters of to-morrow.
The country would be turbulent, ontbreaks
wounld be frequent, property and lite would be
unsate, but the insurrection itself would be
hard to fix.

There would be many attacks on isolated
outposts, muﬂu; deviceg to harass the garri-
eons, every effort to wear out the enemy and
prolong the ltmﬁglc: but there wounld be few
attempts to hold large towns or extensive
tracts of the conntry. Operating in this way,
the insurgents would have nothivg to defend;
they wonld be free to embrace every oppor-

tunity for attack; and their movements
wonld compel the ensmy to waste his re-
pources in keeping up a number of posts,

and leave him po troops to take the flald.
Thus the contest would bes prolonged; the
financial distress of the mother country wonld
be increased; the army of the enemy would be
grldnl:}iy weakened; and, a8 the Lot season ap-
proached,would come at Iastthe Caban oppor-
tunity. Meanwhile the whole fleld of the strug-
gle would be covered by a mist of exaggeration
and nocertainty. In the absencs of great en-
gagements, there would be multitudinous ac-
counts of small ones, which we might be sare
would loge nothing in their proportions at the
hands of the grandiloguent Spanish reporters.
The day when the skirmishes in Weast Vir-
ginia were pronounced the campaign of a
second Napo'eon is not yet so remets that we
need to express very muvch wonder at the
impoeing display in the bulletins of other
ople's wars. We shonld quite naturally
ave casual rifle shots reported as heavy
bombardments; little gatherings of half-armed
nerrillas masqueradiog in the newspapers as
Eeuy columns of insurgents; marches from
a8 cemp when the forage was exhansted to
another that offered a better supply appearing
a8 siragetic movements of the gravest and
most mysterions import; while each Ilittle
affray that actually occurred might very well
be expected to assume the proportions of a
terrific contest, in which the side that told the
story gaived a briiliant viotory, with a loss of
none killed and two or three disabled, though
the fleld was strown with the corpses of the
enemy, and no hospitals could be found to
sccommodate their wounded. Bafore our
armies were consolidated and our raw troops
taught war, we went through all this our-
gelves; we might now be able, withont any
t stretch of the imagination, to conosive
Eow at least a similar experience might befall
Cubane.
thow.n have been treated of late to a great
many sneers at the Cuban insurrection. That
the ready organs of the slave power, while it
insted, and of the bogus Damocracy which
pnow inherits its vices without its virtoes,
ghould make hsste to oppose any utr':ﬁgle for
liberty anywhere, was to be expeoted, Bat
that jonrnals which sympathized with the
effort of Bpain to geoure popular government
for herself should sympathize, alse, with her
eflort to deny it to her richest and most im-
portant poseession, is inexplieable. When
these seek, therefore, to make light of the
struggle In progress on our neighboring island,
we are forced to belisve that they oannot have
sufliciently considered the conditions under
which it is made. We have bhad no reason to
expeot great battles thus far, and there cer-
tainly have been mone. We have had no
reason to expect even & fully organizsd insur-
rectiovary army, and there is none;—no
reason to look for the captunre of important
towns, or for any effort, save to mnnrse the
flame of hostility to the Bpanpiard, and pro-
long the revolt into the unhealtby summer
months. It is too soon yet to pronounoce the
insurrection a snccess; but it s not too soon
to say that these sims have been attained,
and that, with them attained, the prospeot for
Cuban independence was never brighter than
now.

Mr, Hals, on the con-
trary, seems to have thersnpom commenved
that personal warfare npon Mr. Perry snd hia
family whioh he hag continned with so mach
sssidnity down to the present time—one of
his most recent official communications baing
& desoription of the personal appearanos, age,
dregs, and general demeanor of Mras. Parry.
Why he was left in ofive by Beoretary Soward
for £o long a time after his offisial mizoonduot
had been officlally bronght to the notica of
our Goevernment, we flod it difionlt to under-
stand, He returned this forbearance, as
might have been expeocted, by the coarsest and
most mendacions abuse of the official from
whom he had received it.

We see it stated that the dispute ia to be
settled by the removal of both Mr. Hale and
Mr. Perry. We fail to see either justices or
good sense in such & disposition of the oase.
If both parties were equally in fanlt, or if
bothy prrties being in faalt, it were
difficult to decide which had been most to
blame, the case would bear a different aspeot.
But it is not go. Mr. Hale ia shown to have
degraded hia official position, insulted the
oountry to which he is scoredited and dis-
graced the mation he represents, by carrying
on the business of & smuggler nnder cover of
his diploumtic charaoter. A grosser or less
exonsable offense it is not emsy to imagine.
Mr. Perry has been guilty of nothing, is
not even aocused of anythimg, and is univer-
éa'ly conceded to have performed the duties
of his office with ability, dignity, and sncosss
He has bad the entire respect at all times of.
the Government to which he was acoredited,
and of the people among whom he lives. We
gee 0o reason why he shounld be removed from
office, or why ho should recsive anything but
approval and applause at the hsuds of the
Government he has gerved.

Senator Sprague’s Last Spread,
From the N, ¥, Herald,

Senator Sprague of Rhode Island has again
eleotrified the Senate and the conatry with
another of his pungent, stirring, and char-
aoterlatio speeches. His theme, like its ploneer
effort, was the deplorable condition of the
country, taking the whisky and tobacco tax as
the text npon which to hioge his sparkling
effusion. Ahhongh on reading his apeech it is
at times a little diffionlt to diecern what he s
exnotly driving at, yet it must be remembered
that one of England’s most remarkable men,
Horace Walpole, was noted for occasional
obscurity and ambiguity while giving ntterance
to noble thoughts. Sunator Sprague is the
Walpole of the American Ssnate. Like Wal-
pole, be rarely addresses the Senate, bat when
he does he atirs up the old fogies amasingly.
As was said of Walpole, 80 we may remark of
Bru;ne—-—hi.l life is devoted to the gratification
of a fastidious and whimsioal taste, and ina
measnre to rotlllinF and recording the politi-
cal gossip and fashionable goandal of the day.
Furthermore, and in continnation of this an-
alogy, Bprague, like Walpole, is placed in
comfortable cironmstances so far as worldly
poseessions are conoerned; has a taste for pie-
tures, prints, books, manusoripts, relics of an-
tigunity, objects of verfu and a thousand odds
and ende; in brief, he is a sort of gatherer-np
of onconsidered trifles, with whioh he amuses
himself and edifies his friends. Moreover,
Sprague, like Walpole, to continue the figure,
is famous for his letters, the style being sia-
gularly easy and appropriate—take, for exam-
ple, the brusque note addressed lately by Mr.
Sprague to the editor of a Rhode Island paper;
and a8 was sald of Walpole, 8o it may be re-
peated of Sprague: ‘‘the most eccentrie, the
most artificial, the most fastidious, the most
oapricions of men,”” he is, nevertheless, just
the man for the times for the United Biates
Senate as at present constituted. He startles
the old dry bones of that body with a suddsn
shook that a telegraph operator sometimes feels
while manipulating his instruoment daring a
thunder storm. If he does mot make them
howl he makes them laugh, which is evidence
that at any rate he enlists their attention—a
merit that Garrett Davis' long-winded haran-

es upon blown-up topics cannot boast of.
here is one thing, however, decidedly trans-
lucent in Sepator Sprague’s last spread—he
declares that he has not bought the National
Intelligencer. Here he shows wisdom. There
is no indication of vacillation, no exhibition of
imbeeility of mind, so faras that operation ia
ooncerned. And while his colleague, Senstor
Anthony, attempts to put a rosy and facetious
glow upon Benator Spragus’s stunning orato-
rical effort on Thursdsy last, by prononncing
him, with more trath than jest, & leader of
finance, in the same breath in which he char-
aoterizes Colorado Jewett as a diplomat and
George Franeis Train as a general statesman,
Sprague himself subsides amid the ap-
proving emiles of a galaxy of fash-
fonably attired ladies in the Senate gal-
leries,Bpragne does not like Anthony. Neither
o we., Anthosy is envious of the advancing
celebrity of his gamecock ocolleague. Hence
Aunthony's wingas are likely to be olipped in
the little bantam State of Rhode Island, and
Sprague will crow louder thau ever. Sprague
is neeful im the Benate. The sighteen-year
settlers in that body are growing mouldy—
like old eheese. They are tgu!.tlng tongh and
oorrupt. Their Indlan puddiogs, famons as
New Kogland is for making them, sre bad
jobs. They require ventilation, and Senator
Sprague is jost the man, with his plook,
brains, and cash, to give them an airing. He
osn afford to gpeak ont. Hs wants no offive.
His ambition Is to save his conntry. Go on,
Senator Bprague—the Walpols of the Amsri-
can Sepate—yon are developing a splendid
mine of intelleotnal wealth, and every patriot
in the land will wish you God-spaed in your
gublime efforts to reform the corruptions and
abuses that have crept into the high places in
our political tabernacle.
